2 the Austrian officer and party 
aforesaid, some of whom can be identified, 
rendered themselves liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, or to Sinprisonment 
of either description fora period not exceeding 
one year, or to both fine aud imprisonment. . 

The incident is one that should be looked 
{nto as jtamounts to a gross abuse of ‘the 
hospitality rendered at this port to foreign 
ships of war, We once: noticed through 
the big telescope at the Singapore Club, 
two or three Russian officers on board the 
crulser Rossia oxamining Fort Tanjong Katong 
Jong and minutely, also through a latge ‘teles- 
cope. That sort of thing, of course, cannot be 
interfered with. Our officers do it themselves 
wherever they go, Butthatis a very different 
thing from landing at a fort, with a prohibitory 
notice in English and French staring one ih 
the face, and deliberately taking bearings and 
notes in such a manner that at Viadivostock 
would mean, probably, if detected, disappear- 
ance for life within the fortress walls, :
